TODD O’MALLEY SPEAKS OUT ON 
THE ISSUES... 

DRUG AND ALCOHOL ABUSE: 

Prosecuting drug dealers has not solved the terrible drug 
problem In our community. It we are to stop the ominous spread 
of drug and alcohol abuse among our young people, we need a 
drug and alcohol prevention and prosecution unit within our 
District Attorney's oftice to coordinate various investigations by 
local police agencies, to follow the chain of distribution back to 
the large scale dealers; to work within our school districts to 
prevent the use and distribution of drugs in school and at school 
functions. 

For the past four years, this problem has spread from our 
college campuses to our high schools, our junior high's and our 
middle schools. We need prevention, as well as prosecution. The 
time is now... 

VIOLENT CRIMES: 

Anyone using a gun in the commission of a crime must be 
treated severely. How often have we read about the neighborhood 
grocery or convenience store that has been robbed at gunpoint? I 
pledge to never plea bargain with anyone caught in the 
commission of an armed robbery and to argue on behalf of our 
citizens at the time of sentence for the maximum penalty. 

REPEAT OFFENDERS: 

Progressive communities, all over America, have instituted 
programs to deal with repeat offenders. It’s time we did the same. 
We should catalogue all repeat offenders and when one is 
arrested, immediately assign an assistant District Attorney to 
follow the case through the judicial process to insure that bail 
commensurate with the crime and the past history of the otfender 
is set; and that the case is handled as quickly as possible with a 
maximum sentence 

DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S OFFICE: 

As District Attorney, I pledge: 

To reduce the number of attorneys on the District Attorney's 
staff. 

To add eight trained detectives to assist in the proper 
prosecution of criminals.

”1 knew it was wrong, but Allied Services 
wanted the building, and the borough 
wanted the money,” Jermyn Zoning Officer 
FYetrttyitk :, R" f S(cfthbri*' Testified uridet oath 
at d special hearing fatfiW^he Jermyn Zon¬ 
ing Board Wednesday night, meeting to hear 
an appeal brought by Attorney Albert E. 
Nichoils. Jr., and his wife. Catherine. 

Stephens was referring to two permits he 
issued to Allied Services for the Handi¬ 
capped. 475 Morgan Highway. Scranton, 
for special use of the former Jermyn Com¬ 
munity House, at 438 Washington Ave. in 
Jermy n. Attorney and Mrs, Nichoils reside 
at 433 Washington Ave., opposite the build¬ 
ing in question. 

Alter a brief. 40-minute session in the 
Jefferson Avenue Community House, 
attended by some 20 people, including 
members of Jermyn Borough Council, the 
Nichoils’attorney , Boyd Hughes moved that 
the board revoke Allied’s special use permit, 
evict the organization within 10 days, or fine 
Allied $100 per diem for continued residence 
in the structure. 

Decision is pending 

No decision was made by the Zoning 
Board Wednesday night. 

Board Chairman Richard J Marian, who 
presided, agreed with Attorney Hughes that 
the board would make a decision either way 
within 10 days after a copy of the hearing 
transcript is received by the board. It is 
expected that an appeal may -be made by 
either side. 

Attorney John O’Brien, of the Scranton 
firm of Oliver. Price and Rhodes . which 
represents Allied Serv ices, warned the board 
that if it rules in favor ot the Nichoils. Allied 
Services has no recourse but to bring action 
against the borough for $55,000 the 
$40,000 cost of the building plus $15,000 
Allied spent for improvements. 

Not Allied's duty 

“It was not Allied’s duty to look behind 
the face of the permit.” O'Brien said firmly. 

“Allied relied on the borough ot Jermyn, 
and should not have to look into the internal 
workings of the borough." He added,“It is 
ridiculous to fine Allied because something 
behind the face of the permit was wrong.” 

Under questioning by Attorney Hughes, 
ot the Scranton law firm of H ughes. Nichoils 
and Moran, of which the appellant is a 
member. Stephens stated he and Jermyn 


Council President Idris D. (Donald) 
Edwards had discussed issuance of the per¬ 
mits prior to the dates they were granted 
May 6 and May 19. 1981. 

“Edwards saw no reason why the permit 
should not be issued." Stephens s*»d; He 
added that.“A Mrs. Kearney from Allied 
had conferred with the council, and the 
council agreed.” 

The first permit, with a $10 cash fee. was 
paid to Stephens, and the zoning permit 
granted May 6. to Keith Tucker, Allied 
Housing director. 

A nearly identical permit, with the words 
“special use permit” typewritten in. was 
issued May 19. 1981. to Robert Gaughn. 
reportedly an employe of Allied. 

Attorney Nichoils, who himself served on 
the Zoning Board of Appeals prior to 
Allied’s purchase of the building, claims no 
public hearing was held in conjunction with 
granting of the special use permit. 

The applications stated Allied wished to 
provide “housing for up to 10 adult individu¬ 
als under a program provided by applicant.” 

“These 10 people ... occupying the same 
house ... they were not related by blood or 
marriage?” Hughes asked Stephens. The 
Zoning Officer replied, “No.” 

“Under the Jermyn Borough Zoning 
Ordinance of 1965. this special use did not 
come under a single family residence, a two- 
family residence, or customary use or essen¬ 
tial service, did it?*Hughes asked. 

“None of them,” Stephens replied. 

“This is not a permitted use.” Hughes 
pointed out. “Why didn't you see anything 
wrong with it?' 

“I suppose there’s lots wrong with it.’’the 
Zoning Officer replied. “I knew it was 
wrong, but there's lots that went into it. 
Allied wanted jhe building and the borough 
wanted the money.” 

“This was not a permitted use in an R2 
Zone, is it?” Nichoils’ lawyer asked. 

“From w hat was fed back to me, council 
knew the purpose. That’s why 1 issued the 
permit. Not legally ... it isn't permitted.” 
Stephens stated he has been zoning officer 
10 years and has issued some 71 permits- 
. There was no hearing held. Stephens admit¬ 
ted. because “there was no beard.” 

Hughes then called Jermyn Borough 
Secretary John R. Hogarth, who stipulated 
to the fact that “according to records of the 
council meeting of April 9, which l checked 
this morning, council appointed Frank 
Grumm and Nichoils to the Zoning Board 
on that date.” 

Marian interjected that.“I had no knowl¬ 


edge that Grumm and Nichoils were 
appointed to the board until very recently.',1* 

Grumm. who was also present.said he di^ n 
not remember the date he was appointed,a 
“Bullif Mr. Hogarth says that’s right, then it s 
is," and could not remerqhcr being sworn in. n 

Robert E. Jones, also in attendance, was,, 
appointed to fill Nichoils’spot on the three-,» 
man board in September, after Nichoils, 
threatened council with a mandamus action 
forcing them to fill the vacancy. 

Hughes stressed that the board must 
“review the record and make a decision, and 
make that decision public.” 

Seek F. Lee Bailey 

“It will take us a few days to contact F. Lee 
Bailey," Grumm quipped as the meeting; 
ended. iq 

Among those attending the hearing were 
Council President Edwards, and council 
members James Davis, Jr., Stanley Halid-' 
wich Jr., and Theodore Chrusch, who is 
employed by Allied Services for the Handi-i 
capped. Also in attendance was Attorney; 
Lawrence Moran, the third member of the 
Hughes law firm. 

The building in question,.which report-., 
edly is being utilized by Allied Services 
housing for a number of its patients, is a 
Jermyn landmark. jp 

A large, Victorian structure, it was pur-< 
chased by the borough in 1942 fora nominal, 
sum from the Winter family estate for use as 
a Community House. It housed meeting 
rooms for local groups, police headquarters, 
and a lock-up in the basement. 

Jermyn Borough put the house on the 
market after it took over the former Jermyn, 
High School building on Jefferson Avenue, 
from Lakeland School Board, for the sum of 
$1. The borough paid a considerable 
amount of money for sewer liens, and exten¬ 
sively refurbished the Jefferson Avenue 
structure. 

During a town meeting in the spring of 
1980. held so that public input could be 
obtained on ine possible sale of the former 
Community House, and takeover of the old 
school. Jermyn Mayor Edward M Callaha’q 
spoke, advising townspeople to “Proceed 
cautiously.” 

Only one Jermy n resident spoke up. urg¬ 
ing the large group assembled “not to go 
ahead with the remodelling of the school 
until the old Community House is sold." 

That speaker was Attorney Albert E, 
Nichoils. Jr.
